Applicant asserts that the structure needed for supporting the claimed subject matter can be found in the last paragraph of the claim 1 and 
argues that the components needed in order to increase the stiffness are (i) greater stiffness in the area where the drive element is 
provided and (ii) the difference in stiffness produced by the configuration. Applicant correctly asserts that the particular arrangement of the 
guide elements is set forth in a broad manner. So broad, that it lacks structure to support its functionality. It is pointed out, that as best 
understood from the figures, the configuration that makes the stiffness different along the apparatus is provided by a non-symetrical 
arrangement of the guide elements, whci appears to be inventive feature of the invention.
